In the recent thread about running some rigs QRP on 60M (just above 5 MHz), 
the question of internal antenna tuners working there came up. Someone 
mentioned that he could hear a click on the TS-450S when the frequency went 
up to 4.000, and that the internal tuner would not work on MARS frequencies 
immediately above 4.000. Been there, done that, have the T-shirt :-) 


This topic came up in 1993 while I was still working part time fixing rigs 
at a local ham store (now closed). Someone wanted to work a MARS net with 
this rig but the internal antenna tuner would not work there. I did a bit of 
research in the manual, recommended a mod to him, he implemented it and 
reported back that it worked fine. I wrote it up and posted it somewhere 
online. (I believe I submitted it to QST for Hints & Kinks but had it turned 
down due to the limited application.) I dug out a copy from the QRZ.com mods 
files. (Although the date indicates 1998, I actually wrote it in 1993. 
Perhaps 1998 is when they added it to their archives.) Here's the text, 
slightly modified to correct a typo near the end. 


Subject: TS450S Mars/CAP Antenna Tuning 


The Kenwood TS-450S (and TS-690S, which is the same radio with 6 meters 
added) is capable of being modified for operation on MARS frequencies. 
Unfortunately, the optional internal antenna tuner cannot be used on those 
MARS frequencies which are immediately above 4.000 MHz. Although this 
modification is not currently authorized by Kenwood, to the best of my 
knowledge, it will allow the internal tuner to be used on those frequencies. 


The tuner contains an inductance consisting of 3 coils: an airwound coil 
with 4 taps, in series with a pair of coils wound on powdered iron toroid 
cores. For operation on 80/75 meters, the entire inductance is used. On 
higher bands, various points along this inductance are shorted to ground to 
reduce the total inductance. This is done by a set of 6 relays, controlled 
by signal lines designated as 28A, 25A, 21A, 14A, 10A and 7A. For example, 
if you wish to operate on 7 MHz, the 7A line becomes active, energizes relay 
K106 (through choke L106) and shorts out one of the toroid coils, leaving 
the other toroid in the circuit, along with the entire airwound coil. When 
you get to 28 MHz, only a small portion of the airwound coil is used. 


The problem with operating on 4+ MHz MARS frequencies is that the control 
logic of the radio activates the 7A line as soon as the frequency hits 4.000 
MHz. This reduces the inductance considerably, and it is not sufficient to 
allow the tuner to tune at that frequency. It will tune at frequencies lower 
than 7.0 MHz, but not this low. 


The fix is simple enough--keep the 7A signal from reaching the relay when 
operating there. The simplest way to do it is to insert a switch in series 
with the 7A line. To operate normally, leave the switch closed so the relay 
will operate normally. To operate on MARS frequencies just above 4.000 MHz, 
open the switch. The radio will activate the 7A line but the signal will not 
get to the relay, the coil will not be shorted out, and there will be enough 
inductance to tune your antenna. 


How to open the line? Unfortunately, I don't have one of these rigs 
available to examine at the moment so I can only go by the drawing in the 
service manual. I can't tell if cable W103, which plugs onto the tuner 
board which contains the relays and coils, is a ribbon cable or made of 
discrete wires. If wires, you can simply cut the proper one, solder some 
long wires on both ends, and run them outside the rig to the switch. The 
connector is along one side of the circuit board, with one end near a screw 
hole. The pin nearest to the hole is ground. The next one is 7A. 


If it is a ribbon cable, it will be very difficult to tap into it. You can 
lift one end of choke L106 instead, and run wires from the lead and the 
empty hole to the switch. You can snake the wires out through a hole in the 
cabinet somewhere, or you could mount the switch on the rear panel 
immediately behind the antenna tuner. (I was told that it contains a small, 
replaceable piece of metal.) 


Remember, open the switch for MARS operation immediately above 4.000 
MHz, and leave it closed for all other operation. 


Disclaimer: Perform this modification at your own risk, and be aware that 
it may void the warranty on the radio. (To the best of my knowledge, 
Kenwood does not currently authorize this modification.) I assume no 
responsibility for any consequences of performing the mod, although I do 
know of one case in which it was done and operation was 

atisfactory. --WA8MCQ, 29 May 1993 

More 2001 comments: I have no personal experience using or even performing 
this mod. I just did a bit of study in the manual and made a suggestion on 
what to do, but the person reported that it did work well. Although this 
mod pertains to one specific rig, the basic info may well apply to other 
Kenwood models (probably with different connector and coil numbers), and 
perhaps to other brands as well. 


Will it be necessary to do this to operate at 60M? I can't answer that one 
since I don't have one of these rigs to play with. MARS frequencies just 
above 4.000 MHz are not much of a stretch, being just outside a ham band the 
tuner is designed for, but 5+ MHz is getting a bit far from both bands. My 
gut feeling is that it would probably work to some extent with the tuner in 
one of the two band-modes, but quite possibly with limited range. Here's a 
good chance for someone to experiment.

CQ AA - The Power Management Contest 


This is a short 12 hour contest of which you can only operate for 10 
hours. There is a 100 watt power limit on the contest so it is perfect for 
jumping into QRP. The contest runs Saturday/Sunday Aug. 3-4, 1800Z to 0600Z. 


This contest is active enough that you should be forced to conserve power 
or you won't be able to work the entire contest. Let's see if that is true. 


I don't have a color printer or any fanny stuff so this one is for 
fun. E-mail me a summery sheet after the contest and I'll post the results. 


Rules: 


Use any rig or rigs but you are limited to 10 AA batteries. Use any type - 
NiCD, NiMH, Alkaline, Renewal, or whatever you can find. You can only use 
one set of batteries. Once they are dead you are out of the contest. 


You cannot listen on one rig and transmit on a second rig unless both rigs 
are using the same set of batteries. 


You cannot use a charger of any type during the contest. You are limited 
to the charge on the batteries prior to the start of the contest. 


Scoring - use NA QSO Party rules. That is QSOs times total of all SPC 
across the bands. 


Since this is a QRP group you are limited to 5 watts. There are no power 
classes. You can use a different power level for each QSO if you 

want. You will have to decide if it is better to use 100 mWatts and have 
to call the guy five times with three repeats to get him, or better to use 
5 Watts and get him on one try. What you do may depend on how strong the 
other station is and if he a new multiplier. There are lot of issues to 
consider - strategy will be important. Should you use that power hungry 
rig to get a few multipliers on another band? Think about your strategy 
early on. 


Reporting - send summery sheet to wd3p@arrl.net It should include a 


description of your set up and how you conserved power, what rigs you used, 
what batteries you used and the rating, and how many hours you 

operated. Also indicate why you ended the contest - batteries dead, rig 
needed more power than batteries could give, just felt like stopping, or 
whatever. Also provide a count of the total number of QSOs and SPCs per 
band plus your claimed score. Reports are due by Aug. 31, 2001. I'd like 
them earlier if possible.

If you are 
really picky about photos, the black cartridge can be replaced with a 
"photo" cartridge. The photo cartridge does make photos look a little 
better, especially if they contain large, light colored areas, and if they 
are printed on photo paper, but for general use, photos print just fine with 
the black cartridge installed. The photo cartridge does have black ink, but 
not much of it. 


For normal use, both cartridges should have blue tops. If the right-hand 
cartridge has a purple top, replace it with a black cartridge (51629A) 
unless you are printing photos. The photo cartridge is 1816A and the color 
cartridge, the one always in the left hand bay, is 51649A.

All, 


I've been playing with modeling the LPDA as described in the 17th Ed of the 

ARRL Antenna Book. I have a demo copy of EZNEC, and created a pre-processor 
to design and define the coordinates for input into the wires menu of EZNEC. 
For the LPDA, the design calculations and coordinate mapping are tedious at 

best. 


The design spreadsheet makes all the calculations as described in the 
Antenna Book for you, with just a few inputs. Then another spreadsheet 
defines all of the wire ends needed for EZNEC. 


If anyone wants the Excel file for this, I will email it to you. Just drop 
me a note off line. 


With the inputs used for the examples on page 10-7, I get the same results 
as the Antenna Book does, so it should be accurate. 


I do have one request: if you model an LPDA on EZNEC, could you send me the 
results (FF plots)? I can't model an antenna that big with the demo copy. 
It look's like a dynamite antenna system, well suited for portable 
operations and very inexpensive! If it works as good as the claims, it 
would be an easy way to put out a strong QRP signal.

Hi Michael, 


Having a QRP rig that draws small enough to run off of batteries then can be 
switched to higher power when you have to get through is what I am looking 
for. A K-2 with the (soon to be available) amplifier module would be great. 
An FT-817 with a home brew 20 - 50 watt power amp that can be disconnected 
and set aside would be great. The FT-817 in particular is nice since is is 
all mode and covers the VHF/UHF area. Sort of a ham radio version of an 
AN/PRC-138. At a tenth of the cost. Hmmm.... perhaps what I need to do is 
build a power amp for my FT-817 that will give me 50 watts out for 5 watts 
in. Or just pull out my FT-100 and hook it up when the disaster strikes - 
but the FT-100 or IC-706 does draw almost in receive as the FT-817 or K2 in 
transmit I think.

Well back from a fun stay at the Fort Tuthill Hamfest. I went as a 
passenger with Karl Hess, WF5A and we camped out at the Scorpion QRP area 
which is just great! Bob Hightower and his crew do a wonderful job making 
everyone welcome and then leaving you alone to do what interests the 
the camper. 


I used my backpack tent and sleeping bag. Karl H brought his Yaseu 
817 and a gelcell and I brought a Argonaut and gelcell. I brought the W3FF 
dipole and Karl H brought a small vertical from England that mounts right 
onto the 817 with a bnc connector. 


I worked one of the Fox thursday night but didn't hear ET. Also 
listened to all the DX on 20. It was loaded. But didn't work anything. Had 
a few other campers showed up and we had a nice chat about radios and 
antenna. 


Friday we ran some serious tests with Karl H's vertical and found 
it was not too well designed. Mounted on the MFJ analyser with 4 10 foot 
radials we could not get the antenna to resonance in the 20 or 15 meter 
bands. It seems that the taps were put on the wrong turns, or something. 
This vertical is designed to allow pedestrian mobile with a QRP rig and it 
does that very well, but it's not a very efficient antenna. We compared it 
to the W3FF dipole on 17 meters and it's 5 S units lower... 


Can not say enough about the Hightower's efforts towards making 
the Scorpion QRP part of the Hamfest a huge success. Jeff is a quiet guy 
who takes care of the money and so quiet I don't have his last name or 
callsign. Will correct this. I want to join the Scorpion Group and will 
get that done.

You're not missing the point anywhere in your post Michael. QRP is fun, 
but it *xmay*x be (will probably be) useless during an emergency, because of 
the low power. On the other hand, if an emergency is severe enough that 
the electricity is out for hours or days on end, a stand-alone 
battery/solar operated QRP rig might be the only thing you can get on the 
air anyway. If the FT-817 can run from batteries (I've never looked at the 
rig so I don't know), then you're still in good shape. How many charged-up 
car batteries would you need to keep the thing running for "x" hours 

? Something to think about. 


To cover all the bases, buy your FT-817 and look at buying or building an 
amplifier for it. For the amplifier consider the power requirements and how 
much back-up power YOU would need if it was YOU in the emergency zone. You 
can build a 50 watt to 1000 watt solid state amp with the "kits" from 
Communication Concepts. These aren't the kind of kits that you find in the 
QRP community with detailed instructions that walk you through the project; 
these kits are a box full of parts (heat sinks, schematic and PC board 
included) but there are no instructions - you're on your own. Or buy a 
used, medium power tube amp for the same money. If you aren't in the 
emergency zone but want to assist with emergency communcations (ie, the 
power is ON at your house), then your FT-817 and amplifier combo will do 
just fine. 


No question, my 120 watt rig and big glass tube amplifiers are just useless 


decorations if there's no power at the wall socket.

IThis is a four hour event during the last Sunday of July, running from 10:00 
PDT/11:00 MDT/12:00 CDT/1:00 EDT to 2:00 PDT/3:00 MDT/4:00 CDT/5:00 EDT. 


Thus, the hours of operation accommodate all four time zones. No matter where 
you live, there is time to for the Bumblebees to travel to their sites, set

The same station can be 
worked on different bands for additional QSO points and multipliers. 


If you are a Bumblebee, your exchange is RST, state/province/country, and 
your Bumblebee number. If you are homebased, your exchange is RST, 
state/province/country, and your power.

>Also, why are most VFO designs use 9V as a voltage rail? Supposedly, a 5.1V 
>zener has the lowest tempco of the zeners, if you plan to zener regulate the 
>vfo. Or are the 8/9V regulators (78L08/9) "good 'nuff" for the job? 


I think the voltage a VFO runs off of is a tradeoff like everything 
else. For a while, I was running my VFO off of 2.5v in the thought that 
less voltage and current in the VFO meant less heating of the components 
and thus less drift. 


On the other hand, a higher voltage gives more power output, requiring 
fewer amplification stages, and possibly gives a cleaner VFO signal. By 
cleaner VFO signal, I am speaking purely in terms of signal (the VFO 
signal) to noise (the osc transistor noise) ratio, which may help reduce 


the noise sidebands somewhat. 


Using 2.5v, it was common to se about 3v pk-pk across the inductor, but 
I have seen very low noise VFOs that have 30v pk-pk across the 
inductor. For most receivers, I don't think the difference is a big 
deal. 


I would recommend using a 78L06 or 78L05 simply because these simple 
regulators require about 3v of drop across the regulator to get good 
regulation. For a 78L08, that means 11v input, while for a 78L09 that 
means 12v input, neither of which leave much headroom for battery droop 
in field operation. 

A low noise, low drop out regulator may work better, but I don't think 
low drop out 8v regulators are commonly available. 


>Lastly, I plan to follow this vfo with a tripler. I looked at the circuit 
>in the Handbook; and it is a push-pull affair, with a transformer on the 
>output, tuned to 3f (£ being the input freq). It looks as if it is class C, 
>passing only the 3rd harmonic. Is this the idea behind most freq 
>multipliers--ie, amplify/distort the input signal and pass only the desired 
>harmonic? Well, I suppose a doubler would only have to full-wave rectify 
>the signal, but that design would still need a tuned output at 2f. 


If the 7 MHz is followed by a doubler (14 MHz) or a tripler (21 MHz), 
the drift of the VFO will end up being 2x or 3x worse than what you see 
at 7 MHz. I think you will not be satisfied with the stability you end 
up with. I think a better approach for 21 MHz might be something along 
the lines of a 5 MHz VFO mixed with a 16 MHz crystal osc. This mixing 
will also have the additional benefit of reducing "pulling" when 
transmitting, since the VFO is not on the transmit frequency or a sub 
harmonic of it.

Thomas 
Distributing has AA's rated at 1800 mAh, C's rated at 3800 mAh, and D's 
rated at 8000 mAh - all NiMH. With those numbers it sounds like a fair 
comparison might be 10 AA's, 5 C's, or 2 D's. But then you would have to 
do a bit of building to get the voltage up a bit. There might be a bit of 
loss in that, but it would work.
